2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1 and 1 1-12, 15 and 18-20 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Weiss (U. S. Pat - 4,870,689). 

Regarding claims 1, 11, 15 and 19-20, Weiss discloses a hearing aid comprising a receiver (204, 208 and 2 12) including an 
aperture; a receiver tube (200) removable connected to the receiver, a plurality of flanges (230) located along the outer perimeter of the 
tube, and a waterproof earwax trap (242) located within the receiver tube as claimed. 

Regarding claims 12 and 18, Weiss further discloses the hearing aid, wherein the receiver includes means (204, 212) to secure 
the receiver tube as claimed (Fig. 13). 



Claims 2-3, 13- 14 and 16-17 lack inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being anticipated by Weiss (U. S. Pat - 4,870,689). 

Regarding claims 2-3, 13-14, 16-17, Weiss does not specially teach the material for the wax trap as claimed. Since providing 
Oore-Tex for the hearing aid is very well known in the art, it therefore would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to be motivated to provide such material for the hearing aid as an alternate choice, in order to provide 
more desirable hearing aid, such as more durable wax trap.
